in all other Proteſtant Countries the Liberty of Wor- 
ſhip after their own Way, did not come to live in this, 
where there was no ſuch Permiſſion ; Nor ſtrange that 
part. of thoſe who were ſettled here, made uſe of that 
Liberty, as ſoon as it was Legally granted. When the 


Refugees then Conform'd to tlie Eſtabliſhed Church, 


upon their firſt coming over, they could not do other- 
wiſe, without being deprived of the Publick Worſhip 
of God, and breaking the Communion which ought to

4onable Man, but what gives them the ſame Character, 
that a Pious and Learned Biſhop (1) of the Church of 
England, gave to the Refugees of his Time: The 
Words following are his Expreſſions.

Have they enjoyed peculiar Pri- 
vileges and Immunities ? Was there any Lands given 
to them, Materials to Build Houſes, & c. as in Holland, 
Brandenbourg, and other places, where ſuch Privileges. 

Yet have any of their 
Poor been: ſeen Regging in the Streets? Are any of their 
reduced Families left to the Care and Charge of the Pa-

to extenuate the Obligation ſeveral of the Refugees have

And thoſe Be- 


nefactors (God be thanked ) do not Reproach 'em

After ten Years of Faithful Services, the King was: 
pleas'd,. in order to keep them in this Country, to al- 
low 'em ſ as to all other Disbanded Officers of the Army) 
half pay to help them to live. We ſay to help. them; 
for it is moſt impoſſible a. half pay ſhould maintain a 
whole Family: But what they have brought out of 
France, and what little they have ſaved in the late War 
ſupplies what is neceſſary to them, beſides their Pen- 


ſions. 


All that they are worth is placed in the Publick Funds 
in England, the Intereſt whereof being Tranſmitted here, 
is ſpent in this Kingdom, as well as their Yearly Al- 
lowances: Moreover theſe Officers have many of their 
Relations and Friends, who came over to Settle here 
for their ſake only, and live on their own Stock, or by: 
their Trade and Commerce. If aſter the late War theſe- 
Gentlemen had been ſent back to Holland, 3 
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they were brought, the Annual Revenue of their little b

When the greateſt part of the Refugees, who are in
